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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. Re 
claim 9, Applicant argued that Fig. 4 of Von Gutfeld does not show the layer 401 and material 101 in the width direction. However, the 
width direction is not found or claimed in claim 9. The Examiner maintains the rejection since Von Gutfeld discloses that the layer 410 is a 
light-reflection layer comprising micron-sized asperities having concavo-convex structure with inclined surfaces and formed only in an area 
under the sealing material 101 as clearly shown in Fig. 4 to provide diffuse reflection. This light-reflection layer is the same as that of the 
invention shown in Fig. 21a. Applicant also argued that Nishiguchi is irrelevant to the affirmatively recited limitations of claim 20 and 
neither anticipation nor obviousness can be established or maintained based on probabilities or possibilities. The Examiner disagrees 
since Nishiguchi discloses a similar structure having adhesion property and high air-tightness seal, it is obvious that the structure of 
Nishiguchi also functions as a suction in the atmosphere. Moreover, since the reference of Nishiguchi has been patented, every disclosure 
in the patent is presumed valid and since that presumption includes the presumption of operability. If Applicant asserts that the reference 
relied upon is inoperative because of probabilities or possibilities, the claims represented by Applicant must distinguish from the alleged 
inoperative reference disclosure. Finally, Hirakata still anticipates the claimed invention since Hirakata discloses a structure formed of 
sealing material which functions to prevent the liquid crystal from the space corresponding to the driver circuit area 203 and 204. This 
structure is substantially identical to that of the claim; therefore, claimed functions such as a suction in an atmosphere are presumed to be 
inherent (MPEP 21 12.01). Moreover, while features of an apparatus may be recited either structurally or functionally, claims directed to an 
apparatus must be distinguished from the prior art in terms of structure rather than function (MPEP 21 14). 
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
